Just a quarter of a century ago » secret so-

THE ADDEES3 OF WELCOME 


on behalf of Decatur was delivered by 
Hon. I. A. Buckingham, who was intro- 
duced by Chief Marshal Irwin. The 
words of welcome weie spoken in Mr. B.'s 
happiest vein. 
He recognized in Odd 


Fellowship a most worthy institution, an 
organization whose members observed 
the laws of the country and relieved the 
sick, cared for the dying, buried the dead 
and gave succor to the widows und or- 
phans. A brief recital of the origin of 
the order was given, and the speaker, -who 
•was frequently interrupted by laughter 
and applause, closed'oy giving tho Odd 
Fellows, on behalf of the city council, the 
mayor and citizens, a hearty aud cordial 
•welcome to Decatur. 


THE ORATION. 


The orator of the day, Hon. J. Otis 


Humphrey, of Springfield, was introduced 
by Mr. Irwin. The speaker, a compara- 
tively young man, of dignified appearance 
and fine personal address, received a 
warm greeting. He spoke for over nn 
hour, aud at times became very poetical 
and quite eloquent as he dwelt upon the 
beauties of the order, o{ which he is an 
active and honored member. In alluding 
to the origin of the order of Odd Fellows 
the speaker said the time was not known. 
It was veiled in mystery. It is known, 
however, that on April 26,1819, Thomas 
Wildey and four mechanics, mot in the 
city of Baltimore, Md., and organized the 
fiist lodge iu 
America, Washington 


Lodge, No. I. The growth of the order 
from that time up to tho present had 
been as rapid as the growth o£ Illinois 
which had been admitted as a state in | 
1818. There had been no decay or de-j 
cline iu its onward march, for to-day 
there are over COO lodges in Illinois with 
a total membership of over 30,000, and in 
America there are over half a million 
Odd Fellows. 


There are those iu every community 


who make objections to the older. First, 
they ridicule the name — Odd-Fellows. 
The members of to-day chose it not, but 
it has been enuobled by deeds of love and 
charity, and is identified by an honorable 
distinction. 
Second, they say it is an 


oath-bound society. It is, but the oaths 
in no wise clash with the relations of the 
member to his family, his country, of his 
God. Third, socrecy is ia one of tho ob- 
jections raised. Odd-Fellows are secret 
ia all things they consider private, tis tho 
citizen is about personal matters. They 
are secret in forma and invitations, secret 
iu donations and in all things done for 
the relief of sick members. Keoreta must 
be harmful to bo pernicious. The tucrets 
of the lodge-room tench 'loyalty to coun- 
try, 
allagiance to government, and faith 


iu the destiny of the future. Any rnau of 
sound health, of proper nge, wlio is able 
to earn a livelihood, may join the order. 
And then it is said that Odd-Fellows are 
selfMiand exclusive, aud some &aj, "Why 
not help ever}body?" The speaker an- 
swered this objection by sa>ing that the 
Odd-Fellows were tho same as a family 
or a church m their dealings. Tho family- 
cared for its own members first, as does 
also the ohuvch. In a village of 200 per- 
sons, say there is a lodge of 100 members. 
These membeis cnre for their own poor 
and dying, and pny all expenses out ot 
the lodge fund. And then these same 
Odd-Fellows pay thoir share of the gen- 
eral taxation to relieve the wants of tlie 
poor of the village that are in no wise 
connected with the lodge. This is not 
exclusivencss. The influence of tho lotlgc- 
room for the general good was dwelt 
upon logically. The speaker next alluded 
to the objections that had been raised by 
scoffers against the regalia nud symbols 
of tho order. All these he described as 
simply symbolical aud worthy of defense; 
and though all were wiped out of exist- 
ence, still Odd-Fellowship and its work 
of benevolence and love to fellowmau 
would live throughout all time. 
_ 
The speaker closed his highly m'trnct- 


ive address bv referring in a eulogistic 
manner to the Indies aud their influence 
for good in the home and in e^ery corn- 
•munity.

The exercises closed with nn inntm- 


' mental selection by the band, and the 
benediction by the chaplain.
